The Governor of the Bank of 
Israel, Moshe Sanbar, yesterday in- 
formed Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin that he will not serve 2 second 
term after his present one ends, on 
October 31 this year. 

Observers in Jerusalem yesterday 
expected that Finance Minister Ye- 
hoshua Rabinowitz would ask San- 
bar to continue for another term. 
But Sanbar does not enjoy political 
backing in the Labour Party and 
thus pressure on him to continue 
may be minimal if Rabinowitz needs 
to appease factions im the party 
by appointing someone else. One 
such faction could be the Histadrut 
and Bank Hapoalim. The tension 
between Sanbar and the bank's pre- 
sident, Ya'’acov Levinson, is well 
known. 

With the resignations of Prof. 
Michael Bruno and Yitzhak Mann 
aud the expected departures of Ac- 
countant-General Haim Stoessel and 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Moshe Neudorfer, the Government 
may want Sanbar to stay on to 
preserve 3 measures of continuity 
in economic policy. 

“T am 50 years old and young 
enough to hegin a new career, If I 
continue for another term I will be 
55 and too old to begin doing the 
things I want to do,” Moshe Sanbar 
explained to The Jerusalem Post 
recently, in an exclusive interview. 

Sanbar stressed then that he would 
mot continue for another term as 
Governor of the Bank of Israel. “T 
assure you that I will stand firm 
against any pressure to continue,” 
he said, 

The major reason for this deci- 
sion is Sanbar's desire to return to 
his old occupation as economic re- 
searcher. He intends to spend the 
next year or two studying the poli- 
Heal economy of western democ- 
racies, . 

‘The main problem in these coun- 
tries, including Israel, is the need 
of politicians and trade unionists 
to show short-term accomplish- 
ments which harm long-term goals. 
This, says Sanbar, results from the 
impact of mass media on decision- 
makers. With the growing influence 
of the media, politicians seek ways 
to appease the electorate regardless 
of the long-range and harmful im- 
pact such decisions have on the 
economy and the political structure. 

The outcome of this trend has 


been the weakening of both the 
economies and the political struc- 
tures of western democracies, he 
said. Such a situation could lead to 
8 yearning for a strongman, who 
would be expected to cure all the 
nation's ills. 

‘The ailments of western democra- 
cies are evident also in Israel. San- 
bar says that politicians and trade 
unionists seldom say in public what 
they really think. The left has al- 
ways insisted on higher wages and 
higher taxes on capital. However, 
it mows that Israel] has a great 
need for foreign and domestic in- 
vestments, and these will not be 
found if we tax capital the way 
the left wants. ‘The left.” says San- 
bar, “knows this as well as 1: but 
nevertheless it sticks to the old 
dogma. The right is not any bet- 
ter. Listen to the voices of the 
right in the Histadrut. They are 
more extreme than the left and in 
no way resemble what their party 
colleagues in the Knesset say. If 
they come to power, what policy 
will they enact? The one spelled 
out in the Knesset, or the one of 
the Histadrut faction?” 

“Take, for instance, the Treasury's 
document presented to the Histadrut 
some time ago. The document shows 
that real income and real wages will 
not decline in 1976. If this forecast 
Materializes, economic policy will 
have failed, because the country can- 
not afford this. But if the Govern-

ment intends to implement the right 
Policy, then the document 1s want:ng. 
Either way, the truth is hidden 
somewhere. This, too, is am import- 
ant problem: how te present a true 
picture, which is nelther too black 
Tor too uptimistic.” 

“One example from the fairiy 
recent past,” says Sanbar, “is ‘he 
Package deal signed in early 1970. 
This was an agreement reached be- 
tween three : the Govern- 
ment, the Histadrut and the employ- 
ers, represented {respectively} dy 
Pinhas Sapir, Yitzhak Een-Ah2ros 
2nd Mark Mosevics. The three Jead- 
ers undertook to expiain to ther 
“constituents,” Le., to the nation a2 
large, the workers and the employers, 
that in view of the serious difficui- 
ties facing the economy. and par- 
ticularly the low level of foreign cur- 


* remey reserves, it was imperative to 
. decrease profits and the net dispos- 


ahle income from wages and salaries, 
The three parties reached a fair 
compromise, which was also com- 
patible with the overall national ins 
terest. Ben-Aharon and Mosevics did 
ποῖ hesitate to inform the workers 
2nd employers that they would have 
to make do with reduced incomes 
and tighten their belts until the 
situation improved.” 

Sanbar says that only two key 
officials — the Minister of Finance 
and the Governor of the Bank of 
Israel — have overall responsibility 
for planning and implementing eco- 
nomic policy. The major diference 
between the public obligations of the 
Minister of Finance and those of the 
governor of the central bank Lies in 
the fact that the appointment of the 
former is a political one; he is elect- 
ed, and he is responsible to the Knes- 
set for his ministry's activities. The 
governor of the central bank must 
be a non-political figure, whose main 
concern is to preserve the neutrality, 
objectivity and credibility of the 
institution which he heads. 

“In reality, however, this is easier 
said than done; and clashes between 
the central bank and the Govern- 
ment are inevitable. In the political 
climate prevalling in our country, it 
often happens that instead of discus- 
sing an issue on its own merits, the 
debate descends to a personal attack. 
T can only say that I am proud at 
having succeeded, often under very 
diffeult conditions, in asserting the 
independence and credibility of the 
central bank, as dictated by my con- 
science and to the best of my ability.”

sales to Egypt, but says he did not 
dwell on the six C-130 military 
transport planes.

Fisher has not joined the current 
fad of knocking Kissinger. For 
Fisher, Dr. K is stil! the man who 
achfeved a peace momentum in the 
Middle Hast where all before him 
had failed. “If he weren't Jewish, 
he wouldn’t be getting that kind of 
ccarse criticism from Jewish lead- 
ers. The Jews had no impact at 
all on a Dulles or a Rusk. They 
couldn't even get in to see them.” 

Fisher dismisses the allegations 
that Kissinger deliberately delayed 
the arms airlift to Israel during 
the Yom Kippur War. The coz- 
is true, he asserts. “I was 
as involved in that episode as any- 
one — certainly more so than these 
authors who are making these al- 
legations... One day 111] publish 
my version, Again, you have to 
look at actions, results. Nixon and 
Kissinger delivered the goods, in 
time. .." 

Fisher acknowledges that emo- 
tionalism and overreaction in U.S.- 
Israel relations are sometimes a 
two-way street. He confirms, from 
hig own close personal knowledge 
of the man, the reports of Kissinger’s 
pDear-obsession with the Israel press 
and what it writes about him. 

Currently in Israel for the Jew- 
ish Agency Board of Governors 
Meetings (he is board chairman), 
Fisher is inevitably disturbed by 
the troubles in Galilee and the West 
Bank. “Myself, I see the Palestin- 
jan problem as the gut issue of the 
conflict.” He acknowledges that 
this view is frowned upon by 
government leaders, but says _he 
does not feel restricted by that. 

He found a definite shift, he says. 
in the attitude of Israel intellectuals 
towards the Palestinian problem, 
but has not seen this reflected in 
government circles. 

fn the months ahead, Fisher will 
be campaigning vigorously for Ford 
among US. Jews. To those for 
whom ‘Israel is a vital issue, ‘his 
advice is: “Look at the record, and 
consider who was more supportive 
of Israel — Kennedy and Johnson, 
or Nixon and Ford.”

D-A: Judge ignored 
High Court ruling

Jerlsalem District Attorney Mi- 

chael Kirsch said yesterday ‘that 
Magistrate Ruth Or ignored a bind- 
ing precedent by the High Court of 
Justice in her ruling two months 
ago permitting Jewish prayer on 
the Temple Mount. 
. Kirsch was speaking in Jerusa- 
lem District Court, where hearings 
began on the State's appeal against 
Judge Or's decision, 

He  areued that a 1970 decision 
by. the High Court clearly gave 
police the right to Prevent Jewish 
prayer on the Mount if they felt 
it would constitute a disturbance of 
the peace. ‘Hor some reason,” said 
Kirsch, the lower court judge had 
supposed that the decision to stop 
& group of some 40 Betar youth 
from praying there on Jerusalem 
Day last year was the decision of 
the police commander on the Temple 
Mount. “If she had read the High 
Court decision, she woukl have 
concluded that this (the police 
action) was reasonable,” he said. 

The appeal is being heard by a 
three-judge bench consisting of a 
woman, an Orthodox Jew and an 
Arab Moslem. Judge Miriam Een- 
Porat, who presided, was flanked 
by Judge Yehuda Weiss and Judge 
Yussef Haj Yihye. According to 


ecurt source, Judge Yihye was sub- 
stituted yesterday morning for a 
Jewish judge originally scheduled 
to sit on the bench. 

The case before the court is 8 
criminal one —- an appeal against 
the verdict of “innocent” handed 
down by Judge Or on eight Betar 
members who had been charged 
with disturbing the . The 
eight are all 17 or 18 years old. 

Dov Shilansky, one of two de- 
fence attorneys, asked the court 
at the start of the hearing to post- 
pone the case until a calmer public 
atmosphere cver the issue prevailed. 
His request was rejected. 

Kirsch rebutted contentions by 
Betar leaders that the group had 
entered the Temple Mount to pray 
and not to demonstrate. He quoted 
from testimony the accused gave 
the police showing that they had 
reckoned with the likelihood of 
police action beforehand and made 
flans for “passive resistance.” 
They also admitted to entering the 
Mount with regular clothes cover- 
ing their Betar uniforms and then 
exposing the uniforms. 

“Demonstrative behaviour in a 
Place like this is a transgression 
of the law,” he said. 

The hearing was adjourned with- 
out Kirsch having finished his 
argument. No date for the next 
a hearing was set.

About 200 Arabs from Galilee 
and the Triangle are still in jails 
waiting to be questioned on their 
share in the assaults on police and 
other forms of violating the peace 
that marked the Rakah (New Com- 
munist)-promoted strike. 

Tension was still in the air yes- 
terday in Western and Central Ga- 
Wee villages, but many workers 
had returned to their jobs. The 
exceptions were those from the 
ventral Galilee village of Arraba, 
where one of the six killed during 
the rioting — Khair Ahmed Yassin, 
23 — was buried. 


residents and dozens of delegations 
from neighbouring villages took part 
in the funeral. No police were in 
sight during the service; Tension 
was high, but there were no in- 
cidents. 

Ye passengers passing Ka- 
lansuwa in the Triangle were stoned 
on their way home from a wedding 
in Netanya. Three persons were 
slightly wounded and two cars de- 
maged. At Tira, also in the Triang- 
le, about 1,000 pupils left their 
classrooms during lessons, Police did 
not interfere, 

Dozens of Arabs employed by 
Jewish enterprises in Upper Na- 
zareth, Acre, Afula and Haifa have 
lost their jobs as a reprisal for 
staying away on Tuesday. The sec- 


retary of the Nazareth Labour Coun- 
cil said at least 20 men complained 
yesterday of being discharged by 
Jewish employers in nearby towns. 
The men had said they were absent 
because of transport difficulties, but 
that explanation was uot accepted. 

Arab building workers in Haifa 
and Acre also lost their jobs — as 
they had been warned they would 


‘by the contractors if they observed 


the strike. Most fellow-Arab work- 
ers employed by the same contrac. 
tors had turned up without com~- 
plaining about lack of transport. 
“Whoever wanted to work on Tues- 
day found it possible to come to 
work, and even arrived on time,” 
8 building contractor commented. 

In the large Western Galilee 
village of Tamra, Rakah members 
and other residents yesterday 
began proceedings to depose Local 
Council chairman Zaki Diab. They 
accuse him of having brought in 
police and border police during 
Tuesday's rioting. 

Several Rakah members — who 
refused to reveal their names — 
told The Jerusalem Post that Diab 
is trying to sell land near Tamra 
for a new Nesher cement plant. 
Other young people from the vil- 
lage. said -Diab represents the old 
generation of Ara leaders in Ga- 
lilee — which, according to them, 
has lost control over the villagers 
and is supported only by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Other Tamra residents said that 


on the morning of the rioting, 
youngsters had stoned the offices of 
the Local Council and tried to set 


fire to Diab’s private car (which - 


was destroyed later in the rioting). 

It was then that Mr. Diab called 
the police and asked their immedi- 
ate help, the residents said. But 
when a police and border 
police contingent arrived the riot- 
ing went out of control, they added.

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Average Israeli 
will pay 
taxes this year

TEL AVIV. — Israelis will pay an 
average of 015.000 per capita in 
taxes (direct and indirect) during 
the fiscal year which started yes- 
terday, Moshe Neudorfer, director 
of the State Revenue Administra- 
tion, said yesterday. 

The Israeli public will be paying 
an average of IL167m. per day, or 
IL45,000m. over the year. Neudorfer 
noted. 

Neudorfer was the guest speaker 
at the monthly luncheon of the Is- 
rael Trucking Board. He added that 
state revenues would only cover 
about 52 per cent of the IL85,000m. 
budget, and the remaining 48 per 
cent would have to come from other 
sources. 

Concerning the Income tax ceiling 
of 60 per cent, he said that he op- 
posed raising it to 75 per cent as 
Mapam had proposed. He claimed 
that would hamper collection of 
true income tax. 

This year’s Innovations will in- 
clude pegging the tax brackets and 
re-adjustng them every year to 
the Cost-of-Living Index. As an ex- 
ample, Neudorfer said that in the 
1975/76 fiscal year a person earn- 
ing 11102,000 or more was in the 
60 per cent category. This year the 
figure had been adjusted to 1L112,000. 

The two other innovations in the 
tax system are the VAT, which 
Neudorfer hopes will go into ef- 
fect on June, and the lowering or 
abolishment of property tax on 
homes being used as residences. 
Homes worth Jess than 1IL210,000 
will be exempt from property tax. 

Turning to the truckers, he warn- 
ed them that it was to the benefit 
of those who haven't yet started 
keeping books to do so, because 
his men would come down hard 
on those who don’t. They will ‘not 
only be fined but will have to pay 
higher taxes, and lose some of the 
incentives given to those who keep ἢ 
books, 


Income tax 
advances increased 


‘The annual income tax advances 
paid by the self-employed and com- 
panies were increased as of yester- 
day, the Treasury announced. 

Self-employed individuals will pay 
70' per cent more if the last year 
in which their income was actually 
assessed was 1973 or earlier, and 40 
per cent more if the assessment year 
was 1974. 

The advance paid by companies 
will go up by 80 per cent if the last 
assessment year was 1973 or earlier, 
and by 60 per cent if the last time 
the company’s income was assessed 
was in 1974.

UN Council ignores Cuban presence 


UNITED NATIONS. — The Secur- 
ity Council has passed a resolution 
condemning aggression by South 
Africa against Angola and demand- 
ing that it pay reparations. 

The U.S., China and West Euro- 
pean delegates had pressed to in- 
clude in the resolution a condem- 
nation of Soviet and Cuban inter- 
Yvention in the Angolan civil war 
But the Africans fought successful- 
ly to limit the text to South Africa.

NABATIYA, Lebanon. While 
bitter fighting rages in Beirut, the 
country’s southern region has be- 
come a refuge for Moslem Lebanese 
fleeing the chaos. 

Businessmen have arrived in 
droves in the Mediterranean port 
of Sidon, 36 kms. south of the 
battered capital to try to continue 
operations away from the fighting 
in Beirut and its environs. 

Local people said hundreds of 
workmen, facing unemployment in 
Beirut, had moved south to find 
jobs in busting southern centres, 
where life goes on in the normal 
hectic Lebanese way despite the 
war. Ironically, the war has in part 
reversed a trend for southern 
Lebanese to migrate north to escape 
Poverty and frontier troubles in the

Israel settlements in areas 
are ‘proper, 


NEW YORK. — Former Governor 
Jimmy Carter said yesterday that 
Israel’s settlements in the admin- 
istered territories were proper and 
that he supported the sale of the 
C-130 transport planes to Egypt, 
but not pre-emptive weapons. 

Carter, who is campaigning for 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation in next Tuesday's New York 
State primary, made his remarks 
in answer to questions from an 
invited group of about 100 Jewish 
leaders. 

Answering a question which noted 
that the Ford Administration has 
called the Jewish settlements in 
the territories illegal, Carter said 
Israel has never said the settle- 
ments are permament and there is 
no reason why the land itself 
should not be settled. 


Some 12 kms. southeast of here 
is the Israeli border. As the Le 
banese civil war intensified this 
week, Israel stepped up its border 
patrols and troops of the “Lebanese 
Arab Army” — 8 force of largely 
Moslem deserters — were ordered 
to take precuations along the 
border, sources said.

iT MAY CONFUSING for readers 
who know of the Jerusalem Rainbow 
Group to hear now of a daughter

The seminar studied in depth the 
history and present problems of 
Jerusalem as a City holy to three 
faiths. 

‘The Mayor of Jerusalem has a gift 
for a colourful phrase and on the sub- 
ject of maintaining the independent 
traditions of the Jewish, Christian 
and Moslem communities in 
Jerusalem he said ‘we aim to en-

WHEN A YOUNG GENERAL nam- 
ed Charles de Gaulle set up his 
headquarters in London in June 1940 
and began to rally all those who 
refused to resign themselves to the 
fall of France, it is said that he look- 
ed around at his staff and remarked, 
“I see the synagogue Frenchmen 
here, but not the cathedral 
Frenchmen.” 

Outstanding among these exiles

General de Gaulle's wartime legal 
aide, Rene Cassin, died in Paris 
several weeks ago at the ripe old age 
of 88, active almost to the very last. 
He had held some of the highest of- 
fices in France: Minister of Justice 
in de Gauile’s Provisional Govern- 
ment in London; after the liberation, 
the Vice-Presidency of the Conseil 
a@'Etat, the supreme legal- 
administrative constitutional body 
headed by the President of the 
Republic, and during the Fifth 
Republic the Presidency of the 
Conseil Constitutionnel, which 
possesses some of the powers held by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. At the inter- 
national level, he was an initiator 
and chief draftsman of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, an 
assignment which gained him the 
Nobel Prize for Peace. 

Sharp differences aroze between 
him and de Gaulle in the closing 
years of the latter's presidency, not 
the least over the change in France's 
Policy towards Israel.

THE HISTORY of Jerusalem was 
dealt with by Dr, Tudor Parfitt of 
London University's Schoo of Orien- 
tal and African Studies, aud Mr. 
Martin Gilbert, Fellow of Merton 
College. Oxford and the official 
Churchill Historian. 

Dr. Parfitt made three points 
which should be well noted, par- 
ticularly by those propagandists who 
claim that the ‘Zionist’ invasion of 
Palestine began only after the 1917 
Balfour Declaration. By the 1830s the 
Jews had become the largest com- 
munity in Jerusalem. By the 1850s 
they wefe in a majority over 
Moslems and Christians combined, 
and the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem rose from only 2,000 in 
1800 to over 18,000 in 1882, “Any 
stranger walking around Jerusalem 
100 years ago would have been 
struck by the overwhelming Jewish 
presence in the City," said Dr. Par- 
fitt. ‘The Jews came back in 
numbers to Jerusalem, despite the 
blood libel of 1847, and a decree 
such as that a Jew who set foot in the 
Dome of the Rock should be put to 
death.” 

Mr. Gilbert took up the story from 
1882 and commented that the 
building of the Jaffa-Jerusalem 


Railwey had begun in 1888; the deci- 
sion to found a Jewish Library was 
taken in 1890; the first land purchase 
at Motza to create an ‘agricultural 
hinterland’ was made in -1891; 
Herzi's eppeal to the Turkish Sultan 
for Jewish rights in their own holy 
Places was issued in 1895; the Kaiser 
visited the country in 1898 and 
studied the Zionist case; the Bezalel 
Art School was founded in 1904; and 
the purchase of land on Mount 
Scopus for the building of the 
_Hebrew University began in 1908. 

Canon Peter Schneider, Secretary 
of the London Rainbow Group, which 
organized the Seminar and newly ap- 
pointed secretary of the ‘“Con-- 
sultants to the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York on Interfaith’ 
Relations” spoke on ‘The Christian 
Communities in Jerusalem in the 
context of the larger religious 
framework of the Holy City.” He 
paid special attention to how the 
three religions could creatively com- 
plement each other. 

“In all three monotheisims 
associated with Jerusalem there is a 
continuous tension between ‘Heaven- 
ly’ and the ‘Earthly Jerusalem,’ he 
said. ‘The bane of us moderns is in 
our insistent demand that such ten- 
sions must be resolved, so that we 
mistranslate ‘Earthly’ and ‘Heaven- 
ty’ for ‘Secular’ and ‘Religious,’ and 


then go on insisting that the tension 
cat be resolved either way. This 
evitably separates the secular from 
the religious. It is precisely this that 
both the Bible and the seera in 
Judaism, Christianity and Islam 
refuse to do. This is not a plot of the 
religious to keep Jerusalem within 
their grip — rather it is a genuine ex- 
tension of the prophetic insight that 
makes incumbent upon the present 
holders of Jerusalem a striving after 
an ideal that can be seen and 
acclaimed by the world.” 

Schneider went on to say that 
“religion still counts in Jerusalem a 
great dea] more than in any other 
city of the West.’ He added that the 
latest official s, for 1978 
showed that the city had 233,000 
Jews, 67,000 Moslems and 12,000 
Christians. The number of 
Christians showed only a small rise, 
compared with that of Jews and 
Mosiems. 

“The major problems facing the 
Christian Communities as a whole," 
Canon Schneider said, “narrowed 
down to two specific issues: the alarm- 
ing emigration of the most 
ing Chriatian young men and 
families and a decline in religious 
commitment and attachment to the 
Church. As far as the Christian 
emigration is concerned, this affects 
the whole of the Middle East and so

I believe it must have been a com- 
plete surprise to him when he made 
fortuitous contact with the Yishuv in 
Palestine during the 1936 Arab dis- 
turbances. As one of two Lyon 
University professors, he took part 
in a panel of law examiners at Cairo 
University. They decided to pay a 
short visit to Palestine, and at the in- 
stance of some friends I escorted 
them on 2 tour of the country. 
Cassin's name, appearance and the 
questions he asked obviously set him 
apart from his Catholic colleague. 

Some 18 years later I met him 
again at Paris airport among those 
greeting me as newly-accredited 
Ambassador of Israel. It became 
evident from many subsequent talks 
how deeply he had been impressed 
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by that first visit to the Yishuv in the 
mid-'80s. 


CASSIN took up Jewish affairs with 
characteristic enthusiasm when ask- 
ed to reorganise the Alliance 
Israelite Universelle at the height of 
the war. 

This followed the Allied invasion of 
North Africa and the initial le 
of France-Libre to establish control 
over the b as a preliminary 
to Allied recognition of the 
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sovereignty of de Gaulle's govern- 
ment in France. 

The importance of the Alliance 
Schools in which French was taught 
then became manifest — the schools 
had been badly hit during the Vichy 
regime and all ties with 

tan France were cut off. 
One day de Gaulle called in Cassin 
and asked: “Why don’t you take on 
the chairmanship of the Alliance? It 
is extremely important for France." 

Cassin readily agreed and 

eded to remodel! the schools in 
Algeria and later in Morocco, 
coalescing around him a group of ac- 
tive Jewish public figures. After the 
war he was elected President 
of the Alliance, a post he held un- 
til his death, and was at the forefront 
of Jewish life in France. 

Notwithstanding Cassin's 
assimilationist background, his 
strong Jewish sympathies led him to 
modify the once-embedded 
assimilationist and anti-Zionist pre- 
judice of the Alliance, with its 
network of schools from Teheran to 
Marrakesh. With the inception of 
North African immigration into 
Israel he lent a willig hand to 
remove ali possible obstacles. 

He also helped to strengthen 
Alliance institutions In this country, 
particularly the Mikveh Israel 
Agricultural School, and to establish 
the fine secondary Rothschild School 
at Ramat Aviv and the high schoal

It is admittedly confusing but none the less necessary to ac- 
cept and understand the basically mercurial nature of the Arab 
population and its political-culture, evinced so dramatically by 
these seemingly contradictory developments. While we must 
realistically accept the basic premise that the population of 
the West Bank is deeply opposed to the continued Israeli pre- 
sence there, we must also recognize the pragmatic acquiescence 
of the population in this presence. This is sed in the 
healthy growth of a local politics which is primarily involved 
with the conduct of the daily life of the inhabitants. It is this 
pragmatic streek underlying the sporadically stormy surface 
that offers promise of the continuing development of realistic 
relations between Israel and the Arab population of the areas. 

While the military administration of Judea and Samaria 
should be congratulated upon the successful completion of this 
firat stage in the electoral process it must be faulted for trying 
to have it both ways at the last minute. Israel wisely and 
courageously took the risk of holding truly democratic elec- 
tions in the areas, for the second time; the Government 
should not have wavered in this determination by unnecessary 
last-minute attempts to persuade incumbent mayors Ja’abari 
and Al-Masri of Hebron and Nablus to submit their candidacies 
once again, The situation in Judea and Samaria is so fluid that 
it is not at all sure thet the political conditions in these 
towns would necessarily deteriorate under new mayors. ᾿ 

True, the relatively large number of candidates openly 
identified with the underground communist and Fatab-affiliated 
Palestine National Front will perforce mean that a number 
of West Bank towns will he headed by such men after the 
elections, This is the element of risk involved in the decision 
to hold democratic elections. But it was a known and cal- 
culated risk when the decision to hold the elections was taken 
and should now not be regretted. 

Israel has nothing to lose by situations in which it meets 
even relatively extreme Palestinian nationalists across muni- 
cipal executive desks rather than in terrorist confrontations.
